Tax exemption 
for big firms 
becomes law 


The Knesset yesterday passed 
into law the bill on “Encourage- 


Mr. ment of Capital Investments (Capi- 


tal Intensive Companies) 1973." The 
law gives a special privilege, over 
‘and above tthe benefits of an ap- 
proved enterprise, to investment 
companies financed abroad —- pro- 
vided they have managed to mo- 
bilize $80m. of equity within three 


years. 

Such companies will get a 380 
year exemption from income tax 
on dividends, The only one that has 
qualified so far is the Israel Cor- 
poration. But the new law extends 
the benefit to other companies, be- 
cause there is a new potential bene- 
ficiary in the wings — the $im.-a- 
share undertaking recently formed 
in Europe, called the International 

for the Development of 
Israel (INCODI). 

Before its third reading, the bill 
received unanimous approval in the 
Knesset Finance Committee, accord- 
ing to an official spokesman.
